How Indians Fashioned 


Implements of Stone 
Indlans obtained their. matertar fo: 
stone implements freshly- from th 
earth when possible. A plece oj 
stone wus first split into suitabk 
fragments by holding it. edgewise or 
a-hard base.and. hitting it  sharpl: 
with a one-sided. twist of unothe: 
stone, says Pathfinder Magazine, Tl« 
fragments were trimmed to a leaf 
shape by striking them sinartly wit! 
a hammer of horn, bone or toug: 
granular stone mounted on a ligh 
handle, Stones thus prepared wer 
then carried to camp. to be finishe: 
at leisure, They were buried In dam; 
soil, not to hide them, as often sup 
posed, but to keep them even-tem 
pered. This practice accounts for the 
caches of crude arrowheads often 
found. The finishing wag done wit! 
a. chisel-like pressure implement ot 
bone or buckhorn. Frequently th 
crude arrewhead was folded in a 
buckskin pad to. keep it from break 
ing and then placed on a stone o1 
notched block of wood with the mar: 
gin. projecting over the edge. By ap 
plying strong, abrupt. pressure at the 
proper points with the pressure tool. 
a skilled artisan detached flakes with 
cohalderette’ ease. -In this manner 
marging were trimmed, stems formed 
notches’ made and points sharpened

‘TO THE U. S. CENSUS] 


First Cofnting of Noses Was 
Done by Moses. 


Washington.—Al! Turkey stayed at 
home one Friday recently while 50,000 
officials took the frst census of the 
Ottoman empire. 

“Turkey has made’ up for tardiness 
by asking questions far more thorough 
than appear ip the famous first census 
of history,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic society. 

“Take ye the sum of all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, 
after their families, by the house of 
their fathers, with the number of their 
names every male Ly their polls; from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
are able to go forth to war in Israel’ 

“Thus spoke the Lord to Moses, and 
Moses, with Aaron's assistance, col- 
lected the figures for the first census 
report, which may be found tn prac- 
tically every home and hotel room. It 
is appropriately entitled ‘Numbers,’ 
the fourth book of the Bible. 

“By its breadth of scope thé census 
William of Normandy ordered for his 
new kingdom of England, resembles 
modern surveys. He commanded his 
mintons tn 1085 A. D. to record every 
lord and peasant, every acre, every 
ox, every mill, every manor, every 
welr and every plow, the value there- 
of and—this is forward looking—the 
natural resources, woods, flelds and 
streams capable of development and 
revenve. The report to William the 
Conqueror became the Domesday 
Book, unreadable today except by 
scholars, yet protected in the public 
record office at London as one of the 
most precious possessions of England. 

Ruessia’s First Count In 1897. 

“The United States, although a 
newcomer In the ranks of civilization. 
was one of the first nations to estab- 
lish the modern periodic census. Swe- 
den took the lead before our first cen- 
sus fn 1790. but Engtand. France and 
Prussin did not see the necessiiv ‘of 
regular counting of noses until ten or 
twenty. years later. Russia took no 
census until 1897. 

“Deeply religious settlers of Amer- 
fea nenriv‘upset our first census when 
they harked back to another less 
fortunate Bible census, ‘Satan stood 
up against Israel,’ our ancestors polnt- 
ed out to the marshals, ‘and provoked 
Pavid to nuniber Israel from Beershe- 
ba even te. Dan... What happened? 
‘God was displeased; therefore he 
smote [fsrael. The Lord sent pesti- 
lence opon Israel; and there fell of 
Israel lasorndiva men.’ : 
shals ‘delivered their reports to Pres- 
ident Washington within nine months 
for all the original states, except Ver. 
mont, Rhode Island and South Caro. 
Hina. Vermont and Rhode Island en- 
tered the Union later. The marshal of 
South Carolina found workers scarce 
at $1 per 150 heads counted. 

“Todny a visitor at the census bu- 
reau may see the names of famous 
Atvertenns and the answers given to 
the first census takers’ stmple ques- 
tionnaires. John Hancock's family 
consisted of two ‘free white males. of 
sixteen and upward,’ three white fe- 
_ males, seven other. persons (servants 
ho doubt) and no slaves. Progress In 
7 years presents a contrast with data 
for Abraham Lincoln collected in 
1860: ‘Age, fifty-one, marrted, taw- 
yer, vntue of cenl estate $5.000—per 
sonal estate $12,000, Kentucky, place 
of birth.’ : 

“From one census every ten years 
the census bureau has increased to 
* 104 censuses, In addition to many spe 
eiat surveys such as that mae to sup 
ply duta to congress for Immigration 
quotas. “One census collected “every 
week shows the number of buables 
born, Using these figures the bureau 
gets up its large caiculator at an ex- 
hibit und every 20 seconds announces 
to the world that the millions of 
Americans has been tncreased, for ex- 
ample, by baby No. 118,972,351, 
Statistics About Buying. 

“Not content with counting men, 
women and children, where they work,

BURY LUNCH FOR» 
PREHISTORIC DOG 


Indians’ Custom Revealed in 
Finding of Bones. 


WashIngton.—Discovery of two deer 
bones painted red is a bit of evidence 
that Indians who lived in America 
2,500 years ugo placed food in the 
graves of pet dogs so that they would 
have bones for their Journey tn the 
next world. The deer bones were 
found beside the skeletons of ¢« pre 
historic dogs by Dr. F. H. H. Rob- 
erts, Jr., of the bureau of American 
ethnology, who has just returned 
from’ an archeological expedition to 
Chaco canyon, N. M. 

The dogs appear to have been 
buried with ceremony by the Indians, 
said Ductor Roberts in discussing his 
expedition. Whether the dry boues 
were painted red to fool the dog spir- 
its into thinking there was good meat 
on the bones can only be conjectured: 

The doz» belonged to Indians of the 
last days of the busketmaker civiliza 
tion that flourished in the Southwest 
many centuries befure the Pueblos, he 
said. Very ancient tribes are kuown 
as the basketmukers because they 
wove all their vessels and containers 
In the course of centuries pottery- 
making was learned. 

Definite evidenee of the Indians 
who lived at. the time when the 
change from baskets to pottery wus 
made wus discovered by Doctor Rob- 
erts. Fifteen skeletons were found ip 
two layers of earth. The burials in 
the lower level liad no baskets or con- 
tainers for food, such as have been 
found to similar burlals. The baskets 
here had evidently fallen apart) and 
disintegrated from exposure before 
time covered them with earth. But in 
the layer of earth above them were 
bodies accompanied by crude clay jurs 
and bowls. 

These skeletons of the transition 
period ure of great interest to etlnol 
ogists who are studying the types of 

Indians who inhabited Awerica to (he 
days before the time of Christ. 

Coinipiete pieces of four bowls 
which could be patched together, even 
after so muny centuries, were found 
by Devtor Reberts, as well as quai 
titles of fragments of the rough, 
course clay containers mude by the 
first artisans of the regiou who tried 
the potter's trade.

“Countess” Made German | 
Youths Help in Thefts. 


Bertin.—It was immediately after 


“the war, in those hectic days when 
everything turned upside down in Ger- 


many, that the name of Countess Co- 
lonna was first heard, and the coun- 
tess herself was first seen in the cir- 


cle of young aristocrats who tried to 


forget the grim realities of life by In- 
dulging in wild orgies in the night 
enbarets of Berlin, while in the streets 
were rattling the machine guns of the 
revolution, says the St. Louls Vost- 
Dispatch. 

Nobody knew exactly who she was. 
No titled family with the name of Co- 
hentia lived in Germany, and the only 
Count Colonna known ina Berlin was 
an elderly man Hving temporarily in 
Switzerland. Countess Colonna sald 
she was the daughter of this man and 
the younger bloods who swarmed 
around her did not bother to investl- 

gute, 

She was of matchless beauty, with 
brilliant blond hair and large, radiant, 
hypnotic eyes. Her igure was of artis- 
tle perfection and ner tong shapely 
hands suggested aristocratic Hneage. 
‘Men who came In contact with her 
spellbound by ‘this demuniac 
beauty. 

Had bkuxurlous Apartment. 

She had a luxurfously furnished 
apartment in one of Berlin's fashion- 
able quarters, Hved on a grand scale 
nnd seemed to be the queen of a gay 
clrele which always, formed a body- 
guard around her when she visited the 
oleht clubs or cabarets. 

There was nothing about Countess 
Colonna to grouse suspleion of the po- 
lice regarding her Hfe or her activi- 
tiles, 

It was one of the worst periods of 
lawlessness In the history of the Ger: 
man capital. Robberies, holdups, bur- 
glaries, murders were all in the day's 
work and the police could hardly cope 
with this sudden crime wive.

California's 297 State banks and 
342 branches, which represent 53.6 per 
cent of the institutions doing banking 
business in the State, had a total of 
undivided profits of $33,286,325.93 and 
$57,801,950.96 in surpluses on October 
10 last. Will ‘C. Woud, State bank 
superintendent, reports to Governor 
Cc. C. Young in his annual report. 
These totals, with approximately $26,- 
400,000 in cash and more than $1,518,- 
015,930 on deposits of private funds, 
State, city and county money and Fed- 
eral and postal savings, indicate that 
the bank department are in a healthy 
condition. The’ report indicates that 
there were 2,196,399 depositors.

A Patriarch of New Hebrides, 


(Prepared by the Nattonal Geographic 
Society. Washington, D. 


RANCE and Great Britnis have a 
strange partnership in the admin 
istration of the New Hebrides 
islands, which lie in the Pacific 
ocean xbout # thousand miles east ot 
Australia. Fer a long time the islands 
were not formally under the control 
of any European country. But both 
British and French commercial activi- 
ties were growing, espectally the lat- 
ter, owing te the proximity of 


_France’s tevritury, New Catedonia. 


Neither power could obtain the 

agreement of the other to the annex- 
atien. of the New Hebrides, so the 
problem was solved at least tempo 
rarily in 1878 by the joint declaration 
of France and Great Britain that the 
territory should) be neutral. This 
ugreement did not work very well, 
and in 1906 a protocol was entered inte 
stating that the islands should be 
come “a region of joint influence” by 
Great Britain and France, with sepa- 
rate administrations for the nationals 
of each, and a joint administration 
toward the natives. People of ali oth- 
er nationalities must choose or “opt” 
whether they are to be under British 
or French jurisdiction. 
- So today the islands have a queer 
“scrambled” government not very sat- 
isfactory to either the French or Brit 
Ypotrading companies. the plaptation 
tives. There is a British high com- 
missioner and a French high commis- 
sioner in the islands; separate British 
and French police forces; and a joint 
court presided over by a Briton, a 
Frenchman, and a third judge select- 
ed by the king of Spain. 

Both languages are official, but 
neither ig very useful in dealing with 
the natives. For the New Hebrides 
natives are still savages. They jhelieve 
in witchcraft and all sorts of signs 
and omens, particularly in the spirits 
of their departed ancestors and tn 
gods which are thought to he incorpo- 
rated in certain stones or animals. 
Every village hos its dancing ground. 
Here the natives meet on moonlight 
nights ‘and perform wild and fantastic 
antics to the hooming of their deep 
drums, some of which. six feet or more 
in height and carved from the trunks 
of trees, are capable of making ter- 
rible noises. 

What the Natie@ Are Like. 

For years the natives of the islands 
were the prey: of the “Blackbirders. 
or tabor pirates, because they are gen 
erally considered) more industrious 
and sturdier of bulld than the average 
Kanaka, They are reputed ta have 
cunnibalistie tendencies, to he treach. 
erous and of uncertain temper. facts 
probably due in some measifre to the 
treatment to which they were sub 
jected by these truders. They are 
Melanesian stock, below the medium 
in staturé, and accentuate the ugll- 
ness fp their broad. black faces and 
receding fdreheads by sticking ceco- 
nut fiber in their hair ard adorning 
their ears and flat noses with rings. 
They pride themselves upon their 
weapons—spears, clubs. bows, and 
poisoned arrows—some of which are 
beautiful In design and elaborate pat- 
tern. 

The women fn general holg a de 
graded position. The wives of the 
more. {important men increase’ the 
number of the skirts which they wear 
at one time as an indication of their 
rank. The “pooh-bah's" wife wears 
as many as 40. The “better half” of 
a man is sometimes burted alive with 
her husband upon his death. 

Quiros, the Portuguese navigator 
in 1606, was the first white man toa 
see the rugged outline of the coast of 
the islands, which rise abruptly out 
of the deep sea in the hurricane zone 
of the tropics. Beileving he had dis. 
covered the great southern continent 
which was at that time the dream of 
navigators, Quiros may be compared 
to Columbus, who thought he had 
foynd a route to India when he sight- 
ed the palm-tringed shorea of the 
West Indies. 

He enllea his discovery, Australia 
del Espiritu Santo, which has enn 
ahortened by traders to Santo and 1s 
applied to the largest island of the 
group.

New Caledonia 
and shipped from there to soap 
makers the world over. Coffee, cocoa 
and vanilla, as weil as tropical fruits, 
grow in abundance, Oranges are sald 
to grow so large that both u man’s 
hands can scarcely span one of them, 
and the pineapples of the Islands 
sometimes weigh 20 pounds. So rich 
is tue soil and luxuriant the vegeta- 
tion that fn many places 5,000, sheep 
can be kepi on 2,000 acres of iand, 
Vila harbor or Vila, which {fs set 
between mountain peaks and gemmed 
with islands, is the most {mportant 
commercially among the many com- 
modious and strategic harbors which 
the islands afford. The scattered Iit- 
tle village which dazes under the 
shelter of its palm trees has built no 
pier to encourage its shipping.
